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July RACES Test 


The Indiana state RACES 
group and Homeland Security 
conducted their semi-annual 
communications test July 25th. 
Johnson County responded in 
good form. Bob LeGrange- 
N9OSIU took check-ins from base 
and mobile units around the 
county. 

Since our HF radio system at 
the Johnson County EOC radio 
room does not support 80 meters we took 
our HF radios into the field. Steve-K9KY 
and Jack-W8ISH set up their HF rigs and 
wire antennas in a shelter on the hill at 
Independence Park near Center Grove High 
School. The park trees made excellent 
vertical supports for at least one 40 meter 


antenna. Jack used a portable base and 
push-up mast for a duel band antenna and 80 
meter inverted-V antenna. 

Band conditions were bad on 40 
meters. For the first time in a long time 80 
meters was Clear. Both stations reported 
Bob’s check-in total of 17 reporting stations. 
The same report was transmitted to state 
RACES via 2-meter simplex. 

Several club hams joined the park 
outing. Marc KC9CCM, Steve NOLC, Bob 
KC9INJM and new comer Brian KC9OAG. 
Everyone helped with the field day set up and 
tear down. Future half day outings to field 
test equipment and quick set up procedures 
are being planned.

Wouldn’t it be fun to have even 70 
percent of them sign up and get noticed?”
